The increasing outbreaks of 
arson, looting, and mob violence 
moved the Indian cabinet to hold 
a special meeting at the govern­ 
ment house in New Delhi.

an anticipated veto by President 
Truman and the need for Demo­ 
cratic support to override it.

To what degree they would be 
successful might be measured by 
the size of the vote in the house 
and senate on passage of the 
Knutson bill, although 
Martin 
said he did not anticipate a two- 
thirds’ majority on the first vote. 
Martin contended that would 
come on the final vote after the 
senate revised the bill and a con­ 
ference committee worked out a 
compromise. House democratic 
leaders, with an eye to the nat­

Another Use for Thiouraci!

TH E way in whfch m edical 
science is able to extend the useful- 
»cs« of the new dru^-s which this 
era of intense chemical research has 
Riven it is often amazing. For in­ 
stance, several years aj?o a drug 
known a* thionraeil was discovered. 
Its first use was in the treatm ent 
or toxic goiter, a condition in which 
the thyroid viand forms excessive 
amounts of it 1 serration. 
More recently, thiouraril has been 
found effect ive in the treatm ent of 
angina pectoris, a disorder in which 
spasm of the arteries, which pro­ 
vide the heart muscle with blood, 
momentarily cute off this supply, 
causing severe attack* of pain over 
the heart. These attacks are so 
agonizing that for the time being 
the patient m ust stop whatever he 
is doing, and he frequently feels 
great weakness afterw ards.

rf mount of decrease varied w idely 
from patient to patient. Strangely 
enough, however, the degree of the 
fall did not alway* correspond with 
the relief of the anginal symptoms;

Thyroid Secretion 
TA hen a patient has an excessive 
thyroid secretion there is a lessen­ 
ing In the amount of the substance 
known as cholesterol in the blood. 
W ith the thiouracil, the amount of 
cholesterol in the blood increased, 
but the amount of the increase, also* 
did not correspond with the im­ 
provement in the s.vmptoms. Thi* 
increase in cholesterol means lower­ 
ing of the thyroid activity. The na- 
tient* gained weight, but there x i i 
no effect on the blood pressure. 
Of course, the thiouracil must be 
given with care because of reactions 
which may occur, such as a lessen­ 
ing of the nun ber of white cells in 
tile blood. 
F urther studies of thi* substance 
'n the treatm ent of angina pectoris 
would appear to be worth while in 
vitw of the very promising and 
hopeful results already obtained.

M. D.: What can be done to check 
excessive perspiration of the hands f 
Answer: Exee**ive perspiration 
of the hands may be due to nervous­ 
ness. There are also certain ab­ 
normal conditions which possibly 
tend to make sweating more pro­ 
fit* . These include all chronic in­ 
fections, such ss tuberculosis, or 
low grade infection* in the sinuses. 
It frequently occurs when there I* 
excessive secretion from th* thyroid 
gland—aa it present in toxic goiter.
